ANTO NELLI'S COLLECTION. 


A MARVELLOUSLY ItlOU AND 
COMPLETE 


COLLECTION 01' JEWELS AND STONES.— 
BEQUEATHED TO HIS NEPHEW ANTONIO 
Cardinal Autonelli has left his collection 


of precious stones and rare mnrblop, nbon 
which BO much has been said, but which BO 
few hnvo seen, to his nephew, Antonio, in- 
stend of the Vatican museum. Ho hat: 
formed a collection as complete ns it has 
ever been in the power of nmn to bring to- 
gether, of every kind of stono tho globe 
contains, from the diamond to the common- 
est pumice, sandstone, or info. 


When the fancy first took tho cardinal I 


ciiRBoi toll, but thoso opportunities at his 
command, which few but n cardinal secre- 
tary of state would bo likely to possess, Au- 
tonelli used in order to enrich hio collodion 
from every part of the world. To whatever 
distant lands the lloman church extended 
her dioceses and missions, there wns some- 
body acquainted with the fact that rniner- 
nlogicnl and geological specimens, coating 
nothing hut tho breaking off, would bo 
gratefully received by the cardinal secretary, 
and little by little his collection increased, 
until specimens sent him were but nddi* 
tioual examples of what he had received ho- 
foro. I remember having occasion to see him 
some years ago, when I wns ubout leav- 
ing Itomo to spend n holiday in Ire- 
land, "Can I bring your eminence,'1 I 
asked, "any examples of tho Irish mnrblea?" 
"Thanks," ho replied, "I believe I have a 
specimen of every stone found on the 
island, oven to a piece of tho Giant's Cause 
way. In fact, I nm often amused to see 
how surprised some of my Irish friends arc 
when I show them the number and beauty 
of the many marbles found in their coun- 
try." 


Many Who havo enjoyed tho opportunity 


of seeing tho collectinu will remember that 
they were shown 'Into a richly futuiahed 
drawing-room, to tho left of tho ante-room 
where all was black except tho scarlet be- 
rotta on tho table. Tho first thing that 
struck you wns tho softness of tho sofas, 
and tho multiplicity of embroidered cush- 
ions, gifts evidently from 
fnir workers, 


for they were as varied as they were nu- 
merous, Tho cardinal entered with a some- 
what, quick step,very different from his ma- 
jestic movement when in public. You wore 
proscntftd, and placing you beside him on a 
soi'o, ho would, after ft few of tho ordniary 
phrases of tho day, turn tho conversation 
upon his collection. Then taking a small 
key from his hronst pocket, lio would rise 
and load Iho way through n series of rooms, 
around which wore n number of handsome 
oabiucls with multitudinous drawnrn. 


In tho further room wore tho precious 


stones and tho rock crystals in which-Iho 
collection wns especially rich,ranged in glass 
cabinets. Thoso lio would unlock, and 
show you some of tho moro remnrkablo 
specimens; and then Rending

spcotaolnd parsonage, wonderfully lonrned 
on tho Kitbjaot, would plaaa you inulor Ms 
charge. Tho collection was not to bo Been 
In nn hour, Two or Uirco veto barely nulfl- 
clout to glanoo at llio contents of tho ninny 
tlrftwcrfl as they wore pulled out ono nftor 
(ho other. Thoy woro nlmilmv and divided 
into compartments, on oh containing an ox- 
nrnpto of stout) or inarblo out In ttio .onn of 


a large playing card. Those wero classified 
with minute exactness. 


While tho poor priests in distant countries 


thought of Urn cardinal, and broke off bits 
of rock to send to him, princes and poten- 
tates mndo valuable presents to tho cardinal 
secretary of state under tho guise of con- 
tributions to his collection. 
Among these 


woro a remnrkiiblo black diamond of great 
value, some beautiful pink pearls of con- 
siderable size, n largo triangular brilliant 
presented by the empress ofllussia, and 
set ns a ring, in tho form of a cardinal's 
hat, of which tho cords and tassels formed 
tho circle, an enormous yellow sapphire 
given to him by Marquis Lorenzana, and 
other jewels of n similar nature. Many of 
the rock crystals nlso were set in tho form 
of richly-decorated crosses and other ob- 
jects. The cardinal possessed also F.omo 
handsome Dresden china, but- nothing in 
the way of pictures or statuary of any par- 
ticular value.—[London Times.
